Marriages of Minors . — According to the Returns, the proportion of persons married 
under 21 years of age was less in 1860 than in any year since 1847. The rate per cent, 
of the males so married was 3*91, and of females 16*84, to every 100 Marriages.

lie- Marriages . — The proportion of widowers and widows whose Marriages were regis- 
tered in 1860 was higher than in the previous year : the numbers were 1,065 men and 
561 women, being 11*59 widowers and 6*12 widows to every 100 Marriages. 

Signatures of Persons Married . — All persons whose Marriages are registered under this 
Act are required to sign their names in the duplicate Registers; if unable to write, they 
make a mark in the usual way. Some test is thus afforded as to their education ; it 
therefore becomes interesting, year after year, to note the elementary acquirements of 
persons married. The copies of the Registers received for the year 1860 show that in 
9,185 Marriages 2,386 males, and 3,753 females, or 25*97 of the men, and 40*86 of the 
women in every 100, could not write their names. 

The following Table gives the number and proportion of persons who were under 21 
years ot age when they contracted Marriage; also of those who were widowers and widows ; 
and those who signed the Register Books with marks, during each year from 1845 to

It will be seen from the following Table, that in eacli of the years, 1849 to 1860 the 

Marriages registered were more numerous in the Spring and Winter quarters endino* 

31st March and 31st December — than in the Summer and Autumn quarters — ending the 
30th of June and 30th of September. 6 

It is remarkable that, although the number of Marriages in 1860 is less by 76 than in 
the preceding year, there is an increase in each of the first three quarters, amounting in 
the whole to 138 ; whilst in the last quarter there is a decrease of 214, compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1859.
